Provide for the uniform Registration of Bii-ths, 

Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland. 

"HEIIEAS it is expedient that a complete and uniform Preamble. 
System of Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
should be established and maintained in Ireland, as in other 
Parts of the United Kingdom, and that the Provisions of the Act 
5 passed in the Session of Parliament held in the Seventh and Eighth 

Years of the Reign of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act for Marriages 7 & 8 Vict. 

“ in Ireland, and for registering such Marriages,” and of another Act 
passed in the Ninth and Tenth Years of the Reign of Her Majesty, 9 10 Vict. 

Chapter Seventy-two, amending the same, should be extended, and 
10 that the said Acts should be amended as herein-after mentioned: 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, as follows : 


15 I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Registration of Short Title. 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages (Ireland) Act, I860.” 

II. The said recited Acts, except so far as the same are hereby Recited Acts 
altered and amended, shall be incorporated with this Act, and 
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the said Acts and this Act shall be construed together as One 
Act. 

t^n'ciaviae Words and Expressions in this Act shall, have 

the Meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be something in 
the Context repugnant to such Construction; (that is to say,) the 
Words 

“Lord Lieutenant” shall include any other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland ; 

“Assizes” shall include Presenting Term: 

“County” shall include County of a City and County of a Town, 
and Riding of a County, and any Borough in which the Powers, 
Rights, and Duties of any Grand Jury in regard to presenting or 
levying Rates or Cesses for any Purpose have been by Law 
transferred to and are solely exercised by the Council of such 
Borough : 

“County Cess or Rates” or “ County Cess” shall, in relation to 
any such Borough as last mentioned, be construed to mean the 
Rates of such Borough : 

“ Grand Jury ” shall include the Council of any such Borough : 

“ Secretary of the Grand Jury ” shall include the Town Clerk of 
any such Borough : 

“Treasurer” shall include Finance Committee, and the Secretary 
of the Grand Jury for the County of Dublin : 

“ Registrar General” shall mean the Registrar General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland for the Time being, appointed 
or to be appointed under the said recited Act, and (in case of 
the Absence of the Registrar General) shall also mean and 
include the Assistant Registrar General for the Time being 
appointed or to be appointed under this Act: 

“ Constable ” shall mean and include the Head Constable, Con- 
stable, or Sub-Constable for the Time being in charge of the 
Station at which he is doing Duty : 

“Constabulary Station” shall mean the Barrack at which any 
Party of the Constabulary is placed in accordance with the 
Regulations of the Inspector General : 

“ Occupier” shall, for the Purposes of the Registration of Births 
and Deaths under this Act, include the Governor, Keeper, 
Master, Superintendent, or other chief resident Officer of every 
Gaol, Prison, or House of Correction, and of every Workhouse 
Hospital, Lunatic Asylum, or other Public or Charitable Institu- 
tion, and where any House is let in Lodgings or separate Apart- 
ments shall include the Householder, or his Agent or Servant, 
residing in such House, or any Person or Persons residing in such 
Lodgmgs or separate Apartments, 

IV. It 
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IV. It shall be lawfol for the Lord Lieutenant, at any Time ailer Power to 
the passing of this Act, on the Kepresentation of the Eegistrar Lieu- 
General, to make any Alteration that may from Time to Time appear lit*oTexiat- 
necessaiy in the Registration Districts formed in pursuance of the ingDisti-ict's, 
5 said recited Act, and to abolish any such Districts, and to form new nollS^ 
Districts, and from Time to Time to appoint a tit Person to be the tricts and 
Registrar of each of such Districts, and every Registrar so appointed Ssfimd to 
shall hold his Office during the Pleasure of the Registrar General ; ^ppoinf; 
and it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, on such Representation 
10 as aforesaid, to divide the Districts so formed into Sub-Districts, and tantRegis- 
to appoint the Sub-Inspector, or One of the Constables in charge of 
the Constabulary Stations within such Sub-District, or other fit 
Person, to be the Assistant Registrar for such Sub-District, and such 
Sub-Districts may from Time to Time be altered by the Lord 
15 Lieutenant ; and every Person appointed Assistant Registrar for any 
such Sub-District shall hold his Office during the Pleasure of the 
Lord Lieutenant. 


V. It shall be lawful for every Registrar and Assistant Registrar Registrar 
appointed under the Provisions of the said I'ecited Act or this Act, -A-ssia- 
20 fi’om Time to Time, subject to the Approval of the Registrar trar^y^' 
General, to appoint, by Writing under his Hand, a fit Person to act 
as his Deputy during the Illness or unavoidable Absence of such 
Registrar or Assistant Registrar respectively ; and every Registrar 
and Assistant Registrar shall be responsible for the Acts and Oinis- 
25 sions of his Deputy. 


VI. Every Registrar shall reside or have an Office or known Registrars 
Place of Business within the District for which he is appointed, and reside in 
shall cause his Name with the Addition of Registrar for the District 
for which he is so appointed, to be affixed on some conspicuous Place 
30 on or near the outer Door of his Dwelling House, Office, or known 
Place of Business, and shall cause to be published in his District a 
List of the Names and Localities of the several Constabulary Stations 
or other Places within his District at which Information regarding 
Births and Deaths is to be given in the Manner hercin-after men- 
35 tioned, and such List shall be furnished to the Registrar from Time 
to Time by the Registrar General. 


VII. The Registrar General shall cause to be printed a sufficient Register 
Number of Register Books for making Entries of all Births and 
Deaths in Ireland, according to the Forms (A.) and (B.) to this Act Deaths to be 
40 annexed ; and the said Register Books shall be of durable Materials, 
and in them shall be printed, on each Side of every Leaf, the Heads 
of Information herein required to be known and registered of Births 
[131.] A 2 and 
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and of Deaths respectively, and every Page of each of such Books shall 
be numbered progressively from the Beginning to the End, beginning 
with Number One, and every Place of Entry shall be also numbei-ed 
progressively, beginning with Number One, and every Entry shall be 
divided from the following Entry by a printed Line. 5 


YIII. Upon the Application of the Registrar General, there shall 
be furnished to him from Time to Time from Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, all such Stationery, Books, Certificates, Schedules, 
Notices, and Forms as shall be necessary in the Execution of the 
said recited Act or this Act, and as the Registrar General shall 10 
]'equirc and direct ; and the Registrar General shall furnish to all 
Persons who are required by the said recited Act or this Act to use 
the same a sufficient Number of Register Books, and of Certificates, 
Schedules, Notices, and Fonns. 


IX. Every Assistant Registrar shall, subject to the Regulations 15 
to be made as hcrein-after mentioned, be and he is hereby authorized 
and required to inform himself carefully of every Birth and Death 
which shall happen after the Thirty-first Day of Decemher One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty within the Sub-District for 
which he is Assistant Registrar, and as soon after the E-\-ent as con- 20 
veniently may be done to enter in duplicate the Particulars required 
to be registered according to the Forms (A.) and (B.) hereunto 
annexed, touching every such Birth and every such Death, as the 
Case may be, in Two Books to be furnished to him b}'^ the Regis- 
trar General for that Purpose, and which Books shall have printed 25 
on both Sides of each Leaf thereof the several Heads of Information 
touching every such Birth or Death respectively required to be 
known and registered, pursuant to the Forms (A.) and (B.) 
hereunto annexed, and every such Assistant Register shall, imme- 
diately after making each such Entry in duplicate as aforesaid, 30 
cause such Entry and duplicate Entry to be signed by the Party 
from whom he shall have received such Information as aforesaid, 
and shall also himself sign the same, and shall, immediately after 
the Termination of the Months of March, June, September, and 
Deeember respectively in each Year, detach from such Register 35 
Books every Leaf upon which an Entry of a Birth or a Death 
has been made, and shall forthwith transmit the same to the 
Registrar of the District ; and every such Registrar shall, imme- 
diately on Receipt thereof, make Transcripts of such Entries in a 
Form to be furnished to him for that Purpose by the Registrar 40 
General, and the Registrar shall carefully examine and compare 
the duplicate Registers, and authenticate the same, and all Altera- 
tions 
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tions thereof oi‘ Additions thereto, in such Form and Maimer as the 
Registrar General shall direct, and shall within Ten Days after he shall 
have received such duplicate Registers from the Assistant Registrar 
transmit to the Registrar General One of the said Duplicates, 

6 together with the Transcripts thereof, and shall carefully preserve 
the other duplicate Registers among the Records of his Office ; and 
the Register General, if it shall appear by the Interruption of the 
regular Progression of Numbei's or otherwise that any Part of any 
Book has not been duly delivered to him, shall procure, as far as 
10 possible, consistently with the Provisions of this Act, that the same 
may be remedied and supplied, and the Registers of Births and 
Deaths so sent to the General Register Office shall be thereafter 
kept in the said Office in such Order and Manner as the Registrar 
General, under the Direction of the Lord Lieutenant, shall think fit, 

15 so that the same may be most readily seen and examined. 

X. The Father of any Child born in Ireland after the said Thirty- Parents and 
first Day of December One thousand eight hundred and sixty, oi\ 
in case of the Death or Inability of the Father, the Mother of give Parti- 
such Child, and in case of the Death or Inability of the Parents,

of such Child, shall, within Forty-two Days next after the Day 
of such Birth, and under a Penalty not exceeding Twenty Shillings

25 give to the Assistant Registrar of the Sub- District within which such 
Child shall have been born full Information, to the best of his or her 
Knowledge and Belief, of the several Particulars j-equired by the 
Form (A.) to this Act annexed to be registered torrehing such Birth, 
and shall, in Presence of the Assistant Registrar, sign in Duplicate 
30 the Entry thereof to be made by him as herein-before directed ; and in 
case of Failure or Neglect so to give Information such Parents and 
Persons above specified, and also any Person having Knowledge of 
the Particulars, shad, upon being required personally or by wiftten 
Requisition of the Assistant Registrar, within Three Months after the 
35 Date of such Birth, and under a Penalty not exceeding Forty Shillings 
in case of Failure, attend personally and give Information to the Assis- 
tant Registrar of the Sub-District in which such Birth occurred, 
according to ' the best of his or her Knowledge and Belief, of the 
several Particulars by the said Schedule (A.) requii-ed to be re- 
40 gistered touching the Birth of such Child, and shall sign the duplicate 
- Registers in the Presence of the Assistant Registrar. 

XL If any Child of an Irish Parent shall be born at Sea after the Register 
said Thirty-first Day of December One thousand eight hundred and ^orn'^at'sea 
[131.] A 3 sixty 
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sixty, on board of a British Vessel, the Captain or Commanding 
Officer of such Vessel shall forthwith make a Minute in the Log 
Book or otherwise of the several Particulars hereby required to be 
registered touching the Birth ol such Child, so far as the same may be 
known, and of the Name of the Vessel in which the Birth took place, 
and shall, on the Arrival of such Vessel in any Port of the United 
Kingdom, or by any other earlier Opportunity, send a certified Copy 
of such Minute through the Post Office to the Registrar General in 
Dublin, who shall file the same, and shall cause a true and correct 
Copy thereof, verified by his own Signature, to be entered in a Book 
to be kept for that Purpose in the General Register Office, to be 
called the “ Marine Register Book of Births,” and the Registrar 
General shall keep such Book with the other Registers, according to 
the Provisions of this Act. 

As to Re- After the Exphation of Three Months following the Birth of 

gistry after any Child, it shall not be lawful for any Assistant Registrar to 
ti^oiofThre'e register such Birth, save as herein-after provided; that is. to, say, in 
Months from case the Birth of any Child shall not have been registered, according 
to the Pj-ovisions herein-before contained, it shall be lawful for any 
Person present at the Birth of such Child, or for the Father or Mother 
or Guardian thereof, to make a solemn Declaration in Presence of a 
Magistrate of the District within which such Child shall have been 
born of the Particular's required to be known touching the Birth of 
such Child, according to the best of his or her Knowledge and Belief, 
and upon the Production to the Assistant Registrar of such Decla- 
ration it shall be lawful for the said Assistant Registrar to register 
the Birth of the said Child according to the Information contained 
in the said Declaration, and in every such Case the Person making 
the said Declaration shall sign the Entry of the Birth as Informant, 
and for every such Registry as last aforesaid the xlssistant Registrar 
shall be entitled to have a Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence from 
the Person requiring the same to be registered ; and no Register of 
any Birth shall be given in Evidence to prove the Birth of any Child, 
except in the Case of a Child born at Sea, wherein it shall appear 
that Three Mouths have intervened between the Day of the Birth 
and the Day of the Registration of the Birth of such Child, unless 
the Person signing as Informant shall’ have made a Declaration 
before a Magistrate as herein requh-ed ; and the Assistant Registrar 
shall forward all such IDeclai-ations to the Registrar, together with 
the Duplicate Entries herein-before mentioned, and the Reo-istrar 
shall in like Manner forward the same to the Registi-ar General ; and 
every Person who shall knowingly register or cause to be registered 
the Birth of any Child, othertvise than is herein-before last mentioned, 
after the Expiration of Three Months following the Day of the Bii-th 
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of such Child, shall forfeit and pay for every such Offence a Sum not 
exceeding Five Pounds. 

XIII. If any Child born in Ireland, whose Birth shall have been Name given 
tegistered as aforesaid, shall, within Six Calendar Months next after

tism, the Parent or Guardian of such Child, or other Person procuring 
such Name to be given, may, within the said Six Calendar Months Eo°gttaSon 
next after such Baptism, procure and deliver to the Assistant Regis- 
trar of the Sub-District in which the Birth of the Child took place a 
10 Certificate according to the Form (D.) to this Act annexed, signed by 
the Clergyman, Minister, or officiating Person who shall have performed 
the Rite of Baptism, which Certificate such Clergyman or other Person 
as aforesaid is hereby required to deliver whenever the same shah be de- 
- manded, within the said Six Calendar Months ; and the said Parent oi- 
ls other Person shall deliver the said Certificate to the Assistant Registrar, 
and the said Assistant Registoar, upon Receipt of such Certificate, shall, 
in case the Register of such Birth be in his Custody, insert such 
Name in the original Duplicate Entries of such Birth ; and the said 
Assistant Registrar shall thereupon certify upon the said Certificate 
20 the additional Entry so made, and shall send . the said Certificate 
to the Registrar, who, if he shall have received the Duplicate Registers 
herein-before provided, shall cause the like Entry of the Name to be 
made in such Duplicate Entries, and shall transmit the Certificate to 
the Registrar General, who shall make the like Entry of the Name as 
2S herein provided, if the same be not ah-eady made, and shall preserve 
the Certificate. 

XIV. The nearest Relatives present at the Death of any Person Persona

shall, upon being required personally or by written Bequisition, within 
Fourteen Days after the Date of such Death, and under a Penalty not 
exceeding Fortg Shillings in case of Failure, to be paid in full by 
each Person making default, attend personally, and give Information 
to the Assistant Registrar of the Sub-District in which such Death 10 
occurred, according to the best of his or her Knowledge and Belief, 
of the several Particulars required by the said Form (B.) to be regis- 
tered touching such Death, and shall sign the Entry thereof in 
duplicate, as aforesaid, in the Presence of the Assistant Registrar ; 
and in every Case in which an Inquest shall be held on any dead 15 
Body after the said Thirtg-first Day ofDecemher One thousand eight 
hundred and sixty the Jury shall inquire of the Particulais herein 
required to be registered concerning the Death, and the Coroner 
shall communicate the Finding of the Jury, in Writing under his Hand, 
to the Assistant Registrar, and the Assistant Registrar shall make the 20 
Entry accordingly, provided that the Coroner shall not be required 
to sign as Informant, and the Assistant Registrar shall state in the 
Entry of such Death that the Information was received from the 
Coroner, and shall transmit all such Informations to the Registrar, 
together with the Duplicate Registers, and the Registrar shall send 25 
the same, with the Registers, to the Registrar General, who shall 
preserve such Informations with the Records of his Office.

Duplicate Registers to the Registrar, and by him to' the Registrar 
General; and the Assistant Registrar shall from Time to Time 
furnish, gratis, to every Medical Person within his Sub-District, the 
necessary Forms of such Certificate, which the Registrar General 40 
shall cause to be printed and forwarded from Time to Time to every 
Assistant Registrar for that Purpose.

of the Name of the Vessel wherein such Death took place, and shall, 
on the Arrival of such Vessel in any Port of the United Kingdom, or 
by any other earlier Opportunity, send a certified Copy of such 
Minute through the Post Office to the Registrar General in Dublin, 

10 who shall file the same, and shall cause a true and correct Copy 

thereof, verified by his own Signature, to be entered in a Book to ' 
be kept for that Purpose in the General Register Office, to be called 
the “ Marine Register Book of Deaths and the Registrar General 
shall keep such Book with the other Registers, according to the 
15 Provisions of this Act. 

XVII. In case any Person shall find exposed any new-born Child NoMc© to be 
or any dead Body, such Person shall forthwith give Notice of the 
finding of the same, and of the Place where the same was found, to the rmr new- 
Assistant Registrar of the Sub-District in which the same shall have 
20 been found ; and any such Person failing to give the Notice hereby Body, 
required shall be liable to a Penalty not exceeding Twenty Shillings. 

XVIII. Every Person by whom the Information contained in any Eegister of 
Register of Birth or Death under this Act shall have been given to 
the Assistant Registi-ar shall sign his Name, Description, and Place signed by 
25 of Abode in the duplicate Entries to be made by the Assistant Iiifonnaiit.

Number of Names contained in the Transcripts of the Registers of 
Births and Deaths prepared and transmitted by him to the Registrar

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General, as herein-before mentioned, and such Account shall specify 
the Sums which the Registrar and Assistant Registrar shall be en- 
titled to receive for the same respectively, according to the following 
Scale, that is to say, the Sum of Sixpence to the Assistant Registrar 
for every Birth and Death which he shall have registered during the 5 
Period to which such Account refers, and the Sum of 07ie Penny to the 
Registrar for every Entry made by him in such Transcripts, and the 
Registrar General shall examine the same, and in case such Account 
shall be approved of by the Registrar General, he shall certify such 
Approval thereof under his Hand, and return the Accoimt so approved jo 
to the Registrar, who shall thereupon transmit the same to the Secre- 
tary of the Grand Jury of the County in which his District or any 
Part thereof is situated ; and the Grand Jury of such County shall 
pi-esent at the next ensuing Assizes or Presenting Term, without any 
previous Application at Presentment Sessions, the Sum or Sums of 15 
Money specified in such Account, and the same shall be levied off 
such County accordingly, or in default thereof the same shall be in- 
serted in and raised by an Order of the Judge of Assize, or of the ' 
Court at any Presenting Term, which Order shall have the Force of 
a Presentment, and the Sum or Sums therein mentioned shall be ap- 20 
plotted, raised, and levied accordingly, as if the same had been in- 
serted in' a Presentment duly made at the Assizes or Presenting Term 
at which such Order shall be made ; and the Sum or Sums of Money 
which such Registrar and Assistant Registrars are respectively en- 
titled to receive shall be paid by the Treasurer of such County to 25 
such Registrar and Assistant Registrars, upon tlie Order of the Re- 
gistrar, on a Form to be furnished by the Registrar General for such 
Purpose, which Order the Registrar of each District is hereby re- 
quired to give to the Assistant Registrars of such District upon their 
Application for the same.

XX. The Registrar General shall cause to be printed, and shall 
furnish to the officiating Clergyman of every Roman Catholic Place 
of Worship a sufficient Number in duplicate of Marriage Register 
Books, and Forms for certified Copies thereof, in the same Manner as 
he is required by the said recited Act to furnish Marriage Register 35 
Books to Ministers of Churches and Chapels of other Religious 
Denominations in which Marriages may lawfully be solemnized, and 
every Roman Catholic Clergyman by whom any Marriage shall 
have been solemnized after the Thvrty-frst Day of Deceviher One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty, shall immediately after such 40 
Marriage register in duplicate in Two of such Marriage Re- 
gister Books the several Particulars relating to such Marriage, 
according to the Form in the Schedule (C.) to this Act annexed, 
and every such Entry shall be signed by such Roman Catholic 

Clergyman, 
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Clergyman, and by the Parties married, and by Two Witnesses 
present at the said Marriage, and shall be made in order Irom the 
Beginning- to the End of each Book, and the Number of the Place of 
Entry in each duplicate Marriage Register Book shall be the same. 

5 XXI. It shall be lawful for ewery Roman Catholic Clergyman by Roman 
whom any Marriage shall be solemnized to ask of the Parties to be 
married the several Particulars herein required to be registered toS“n 
touching such Marriage : Provided always, that when a Roman 
Catholic Clergyman shall have celebrated Marriage between Persons to'bo''rcgis-
